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(54) Network-based product information server 

(57) A system and method tor providing product in- 
formation to a consumer of a product Registration infor- 
mation including an identifier of the product and infor- 
mation relating to the consumer of the product is re- 
ceived. It is determined whether the identifier is valid. If 
the Identifier la valid, the registration information is 
stored. An access code identifying the stored registra- 
tion information is transmitted as is product information 
relating to the product identified by the ktentffiet A war- 
ranty tor the product Identified by the identifier may be 
registered. The registration information may further in- 
clude a financial account number and an extended war- 
ranty for the product identified by the Identifier may be 
registered a financial account specified by the financial 
account number may be charged for the extended war- 
ranty. The financial account may be charged periodical- 
ly. The access code may be received, upon which the 
stored registration information Including the Identifier of 
the product is retrieved using the access code and cur- 
rent product information relating to the product identified 
by the identifier is transmitted. The access code may be 
received periodically. The registration information may 
further include a financial account number and a finan- 
cial account specified by the finanotal account number 
may be charged for transmission of the current product 
information. 
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Description 

Field of the Invention 

[0001] The present Invention relates to a network- 
based server for registering consumer product warran- 
ties and providing consumer product Information. 

Background of the Invention 

[0002] Consumer products which provide warranties 
typically require the consumer who purchases or uses 
the product to register the warranty with the manufac- 
turer. Such products typtelty Include a printed state- 
ment of the warranty, along with a warranty registration 
card to be returned to the manufacturer to register the 
warranty. Such products also typically Include product 
documents, suph as user's or operating manuals, safety 
precautions, promotional literature, etc. Problems arise 
In that many consumers fall to return the warranty card 
to register the warranty and may lose the documents 
included with the product Further, the product docu- 
ments may need to be updated from time to time. Aneed 
arises for a technique which simplifies the warranty reg- 
istration process, provides incentive to the consumer to 
register the warranty, and which ensures that the most 
recent product documents are easily available to the 
consumer at any time. 

Summary of the Invention 

rpo03] The present invention provides a method of 
providing product information to a consumer of a prod- 
uct over a network, the method comprising the steps of. 
receiving registration 'information including an identifier 
of the product and information relating to the consumer 
Of the product; determining whether the identifier Is val- 
id' storing the registration information; transmitting an 
access code identifying the stored registration informa- 
tion; transmitting product Information relating to the 
product identified by the identifier. 
[0004] In a second aspect, the invention provides a 
system tor providing product information to a consumer 
of a product, comprising: means for receiving registra- 
tion Information inoluding an identifier of the product and 
information relating to the consumer of the product; 
means for determining whether the Identifier Is valid; 
means for storing the registration information; means for 
transmitting an access code identifying the stored reg- 
istration information; means for transmitting product in- 
formation relating to the product identified by the Iden- 
tifier. 

• [0005] In a third aspect the Invention provides A sys- 
tem for providing product Information to a consumer of 
a product, comprising: a receiver operable to receive 
registration Information including an identifier of the 
product and information relating to the consumer of the 
product; a validation device operable to determine 



whether the Identifier Is valid; a database operable to 
store the registration information; a transmitter operable 
to transmit an access code identifying the stored regis- 
tration information and product information relating to 
s the product Identffied by the Identifier. 

[0005] A first embodiment ot the present invention 
provides a system and method for providing product in- 
formation to a consumer of a product which simplifies 
the warranty registration process, provides incentive to 
io the consumer to register the warranty, and which enr 
sures that the most recent product documents are easily 
available to the consumer at any time. Registration In* 
formation including an identifier of the product and in- 
formation relating to the consumer of the product Is re- 
ts celved. ft is determined whether the identifier is valid, tf 
the identifier is valid, the registration information is 
stored. An access code identifying the stored registra- 
tion Information is transmitted as is product information 
relating to the product identified by the identifier, A war- 
so ranty for the product identified by the identifier may be 
registered. 

[0007] The registration information may further in- 
clude a financial account number, and an extended war- 
ranty for the product identified by the identifier may be 
registered, and a financial account specified by the fi- 
nancial account number may be charged for the extend- 
ed warranty. The financial account may be charged pe- 
riodically. 

[0008] The access code may be received, upon which 
30 the stored registration Information including the Identifi- 
er of the product is retrieved using the access code and 
current product information relating to the product iden- 
tified by the identifier is transmitted. The access code 
may be received periodically, 
35 [0000] The registration information may further in- 
clude a financial account number and a financial ac- 
count specified by the financial account number may be 
charged for transmission of the current product informa- 
tion.

Brief Description of the Drawings 

[001 0] An embodiment of the invention will now be de-

45 accompanying drawings, in which like reference num- 
bers and designations refer to like elements. 
[0011] Fig. 1 is a block diagram of a pnoduct informa- 
tion server, according to the present invention, and a 
system in which the present Invention operates. 

so [0012] Fig. 2 is a flow diagram of a flow diagram of a 
process of operation of the present invention. 
[001 3] Fig. 3 is an exemplary block diagram of a con- 
sumer system shown in Fig. 1 - 
[001 4] Fig. 4 Is an exemplary block diagram of a prod-

[0015] Fig. 5 is an exemplary format of an entry in a 
consumer registration database shown In Fig. 1. 
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Detailed Description of Prefe rred Embodiment 

[0016] A product information server, and system in 
which it operates, is shown in Fig. 1 . One or more con- 
sumer-operated computer systems, such as consumer 
systems 102A-102N are communicatively connected 
viae network, preferably the Internet 104, to product in- 
formation server 106. Product Information server 106 in- 
cludes Universal Product Code (UPCypart number in- 
dex 108, product information database 110, and con- 
sumer registration database 112, UPC/part number in- 
dex 108 indexes the product code and/or part number 
for the supported products with related product docu- 
ments stored In product Information database 110. User 
registration database 112 contains Information relating 
to registered users of the system. 
[0017] A flow diagram of a process of operation 200 
of the present Invention is shown in Fig. 2. It is best un- 
derstood when viewed in conjunction with Fig. 1 . Proc- 
ess 200 begins with step 202, In which a consumer, op- 
erating a computer system, such as system 102A, ac- 
cesses a web page provided by product information 
server 108. As is well known, a web page is accessed 
by computer operator by entering a uniform resource lo- 
cator (URL) Into a browser program, which then inter- 
acts with the internet to access the web page specified 
by the URL 

[0018] in step 204, the consumer registers a product 
by entering into the browser registration information in- 
cluding a UPC or part number, which serves as an iden- 
tifier of the product to be registered. The registration In- 
formation may also include information such as the con- 
sumer's name and address, the location of the product 
purchase, the serial number of the product, a transac- 
tion identification number from the place of purchase, 
and other information which the operator of product in- 
formation server 106 or the manufacturer of the product 
wants to know. The browser transmits the UPC or part 
number and registration information 114, shown in Fig. 
1 , via the Internet 1 04 to product Information server 1 06. 
[0019] In step 206, product information server 106 
registers the consumer and sends the consumer an ac- 
cess code or registration number 116, which allows the 
consumer to access product ^formation. In order to per- 
form this step, product information server 1 06 accesses 
UPC/part number Index 108 using the UPC or part 
number received from the consumer system 102 A to 
verify that a valid UPC or part number has been re- 
ceded, in addition, product information server 106 ac- 
cesses consumer registration database 112 to deter- 
mine whether the consumer is already registered with 
product information server 106. If the consumer is al- 
ready registered, registration Information corresponding 
to the product identified by the received UPC or part 
number Is added to the consumer's entry in consumer 
registration database 1 1 21 If the consumer is not already 
registered, an entry corresponding to the consumer is 
added to consumer registration database 112, along 



with registration information corresponding to the prod- 
uct Identified by the received UPC or part number. Once 
the UPC or part number has been verified, product in- 
formation server 106 sends the consumer access oode 
s or registration number ft 6, which may be stored by the 
browser program on consumer system 102A. Prefera- 
bly, the access code 116 uniquely Identifies both a prod- 
uct and the consumer who purchased the product. 
[0020] in step 208. product information server 106 
10 registers the consumer's warranty for the product iden- 
tified by the received UPC or part number with the man- 
ufacturer of the product and sends product information 
117 to the consumer. In the embodiment shown in Rg. 
1 , warranty registration may be performed electronical- 
is |y, such as over the Internet, a local or wide-area net- 
work, a dedicated connection or a dial-up connection by 
transmitting warranty registration information 118 to a 
manufacturer's computer system 120. In another em- 
bodiment', warranty registration information Is printed 
so out and mailed or otherwise delivered to the manufac- 
turer. In still another embodiment, the manufacturer may 
contract with the operator of product information server 
105 to maintain that manufacturer's warranty registra- 
tion database, or even to provide that manufacturer's 
ss warranty service. 

[0021] In order to send product Information 117, prod- 
uct Information server 106 accesses product informa- 
tion database 11 0 to retrieve product information related 
to the product being registered. Such product informa- 
so tion may include owner's manuals, user's manuals, 
safety precautions, repair manuals, specifications and. 
promotional literature, such as accessory catalogs, 
sales information, and catalogs of other products. The 
operator of product information server 106 may deter- 
as mine for each product supported by product information 
server 106 whether all of the information related to a 
product will be sent upon registration, or whether only a 
portion will be sent Typically, only owner's or user's 
manuals, safety precautions and promotional literature 
40 will be sent at product registration. 

[0022] Consumer system 102A receives and may 
store product information 117. The consumer may store 
such product Information for ail products so registered 
by the consumer on consumer system 1 02A, using any 
*s desired organization. The consumer may print out any 
or all of tho product Information and may backup such 
information , if desired. 

[0023] In step 21 0. the consumer receives any addi- 
tional Incentives for warranty registration that the oper- 

50 ator of product information server 106 and/or the man- 
ufacturer of the product being registered may wish to 
provide. For example, a rebate may be provided to the 
consumer tor completing on-line warranty registration. 
The rebate may be directly credited to a credit card or 

ss other financial service account for which the consumer 
supplies the account number. Alternatively, product in- 
formation server 106 may send a rebate certificate, op- 
tionally including a unique identifier, that the consumer 
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may maiMn to receive the rebate. As another example, 
the consumer may be given a credit In a shopping ac- 
count maintained by the operator of product information 
server 1 0S, by the manufacturer of the registered prod- 
uct, or by any other suitable party. The credit may be 
used to purchase goods and/or services supplied by 
such parties. An alternative approach would be for the 
manufacturer and/or retailer of the product to give the 
consumer a discount upon purchase of the product for 
participating h the on-line product Information option. 
[0024] The product Information stored in product In- 
formation database 110 may be easily updated, modi- 
fied, replaced, or deleted, to reflect the latest state of 
information relating to each product Slnce'product in- 
formation server stores Information relating to consum- 
ers and the registered products they have purchased in 
consumer registration database 112, consumers may 
access product Information server 1 06 and retrieve the 
latest product information as desired. In step 212, the 
consumer and/or browser program causes consumer 
system 102A to send the previously received access 
code or registration number 116 to product information 
server 106. Product information server 106 accesses 
consumer registration database 112 to retrieve Informa- 
tion relating to the consumer and the registered product 
Identified by access code 116. Product Information serv- 
er 108 then accesses product Information database 110 
and retrieves the current product information for the reg- 
istered product associated wrfri the access code. In step 
21 4, product Information server 1 06 sends the retrieved 
current product information to consumer system 102A. 
[0025] Typically, consumers will aecees'product Infor- 
mation server 106 If they lose or delete previously re- 
ceived product Information, or it they want to determine 
If any new or additional information is available. The 
product information access process may be automated. 
In one embodiment, the browser program may periodi- 
cally access product information server 106 and obtain 
the current product Information. In another embodiment 
product information may be updated only when the con- 
sumer accesses the stored product information on con- 
sumer system 102A. In still another embodiment, prod- 
uct information server 106 may occasionally or periodi- 
cally send updated information to the consumer system, 
either via e-mail or via a "pusher" technology. 
[0026] In one embodiment of the present invention, 
product information server 1 06 may provide a procedure 
for a consumer who has test the access codes that were 
sent to him to gain access. For example, product infor- 
mation server 1 06 may allow a consumer to enter other 
registration information, such as the consumer's name 
and address and the product identifier and serial 
number: Product Information server 105 would then use 
the entered formation to locate the appropriate entries 
In consumer registration database 112. Product infor- 
mation server 1 1 2 could then send the access codes to 
the consumer again. 

[0027] In another embodiment, product- information 



server 108 could provide access to product information 
to unregistered users. For example, potential consum- 
ers may wish to learn about various products before pur- 
chasing them. Product information su ch as owner's and 

5 user's manuals would be helpful to such users, in addN 
tion, other information, such as specifications and pro- 
motional information may also be helpful. In this embod- 
iment manufacturers and vendors of products may wish 
to provide such information to encourage potential con- 

10 sumers to purchase their products. The operator of 
product information server 106 would likely be able to 
charge manufacturers and vendors a fee for such an ar- 
rangement 

rpo28] An exemplary consumer system 102A, as 
ts shown In Fig. 1, is shown in Fig. 3. Consumer system 
102A Includes central processing unit (CPU) 304, which 
Is connected to network adapter 302, user Interface 306, 
and memory 310. Network adapter 302 couples con- 
sumer system 102A to a network, preferably the Inter* 
20 net, allowing data communications with servers coupfed 
to the network Network adapter -302 typically includes 
a modem, either internal or external, but may include an 
ISDN adapter, local or wide area .network adapter, etc. 
User interface 306 accepts input from a user and dis- 
ss plays output generated by consumer system 102 A to the 
user. User Interface 306 typically includes a mouse, key- 
board and monitor, but may also include other devices, 
such as a graphics tablet, trackpad, trackball, scanner, 
printer, etc. 

so [0029] Memory 310 is accessible by CPU 304 and 
stores program instructions executed by CPU 304 and 
data used during program execution. Memory 310 typ- 
ically includes devices such as random-access memory 
(BAM), read-only memory (ROM), programmable read- 
as only memory (PROM), erasable programmable read- 
only memory (EPROM), electrically erasable program- 
mable read-only memory (EEPROM), and storage de- 
vices, such as hard disk drives, floppy disk drives, tape 
drives, optical drives, etc. 
4o [0030] Memory 310 Includes browser program 312, 
plug-in interface routine 314, plug-In modules 316, ac- 
cess codes 318, product Information 320 and operating 
consumer system 322. Browser program 312 Imple- 
ments all of the 'built-in' 1 functions of the browser, while 
45 plug-in Interface 314 interfaces plug-in modules 316 
with browser program 312. Plug-in modules 316 add ad- 
ditional, "non-built-in" functionality to the browser. Ac- 
cess codes block 318 includes the access codes re- 
turned by product information server 1 06 upon registra- 
so tion of each product. Product information block 320 In- 
cludes the product information sent by product informa- 
tion server 106. 

[0031] An exemplary product Information server 1 06, 
such as product information 6erver 106 of Fig. 1, is 
ss shown in Fig. 3. Product information server 1 06 includes 
central processing unit (CPU) 404, which is connected 
to network adapter 402, operator Interface 406, and 
memory 410. Network adapter 402 couples product in- 
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formation server 108 to the Internet, allowing data com- 
munications with computer systems, such as consumer 
system 102A| which are coupled to the Internet. Net- 
wprk adapter 402 typically includes a T1 or T3 interface, 
but may include an ISDN adapter, local or wide area net- 
work adapter, etc. Operator interface 406 accepts input 
from a person operating product information server 106 
and displays output generated by product Information 
server 106 to the person. Operator Interface 406 typi- 
cally includes a mouse, keyboard and monitor, but may 
also Include other devices, such as a graphics tablet, 
trackpad, trackball, scanner, printer, etc. 
[0032] Memory 410 Is accessible by CPU 404 and 
stores program instructions executed by CPU 404 and 
data used during program execution. Memory 410 typ- 
ically includes devices such as random-access memory 
(RAM), read-only memory (ROM), programmable read- 
only memory (PROM), erasable programmable read- 
only memory (EPROM). electrically erasable program* 
mable read-only memory (EEPROM), and storage de- 
vices, such as hard disk drives, floppy disk drives, tape 
drives, optica) drives, etc. 

[0033] Memory 410 includes UPG/jpart number index 
108, product Information database 110. consumer reg- 
istration database 112, database access program 412, 
server control program 414, and operating system 422. 
UPC/part number index 108 indexes the product code 
and/or part number for the supported products with re- 
lated product documents stored in product information 
database 110. User registration database 112 contains 
information relating to registered users of the system. 
Database access, program 412 accesses UPQ/part 
number index 108, product information database 110, 
and consumer registration database 112 In order to re- 
spond to queries based on input information such as a 
UPC or part number or an access code. Server control 
program 414, In conjunction with operating system 41 6, 
provides server functionality to product rilormatlon 
server 106, such as Transmission Control Protocol/In- 
ternet Protocol (TCP/IP), File Transfer ProtocOi (FTP), 
Hypertext Transfer Protocol (HTTP), etc. 
[0034] The product Information document s product 
information database 11 0 may be stored In any suitable 
format. Preferably the product information documents 
are stored in portable document format (PDF), but other 
formats which may be suitable, depending upon the 
contents of each document, include graphic interchange 
format (GIF), Joint Photographic Experts Group (JPEG) 
format, tagged image file format (TIFF), text format, a 
word-processing format such as MICROSOFT WORD 
or WORDPERFECT format, or a combination of such 
formats. In some Instances it may even be desirable to 
store product information in the form of video and/or 
sound. In such formats as Moving Picture Experts Group 
(MPEG) format or WINDOWS audio/Visual interface 
(AVI) format 

[0035] The product information documents may be 
transferred from product information server 10S to con- 



sumer system 102A using any suitable transfer protocol. 
Preferably, HTTP or FTP protocols wifl be used, but any 
suitably robust end compatible protocol may be used in- 
stead. 

& [003€] An exemplary format of an entry. 600 in con- 
sumer registration database 112 Is shown In Fig. 6. En- 
try 500 includes access code field 602, consumer inf or- 
mation field 504, product field 506, manufacturer field 
506, warranty field 510, and consumer account field 

10 512. Access code 502 is used as the key field for the 
entry. When product information server 106 receives an 
access code or registration number, the access code 
fields of entries in consumer registration database 112 
are searched until an entry having a matching value in 

75 access code field 502 is found. Product information 
server 106 then retrieves the remaining fields for use. 
Consumer information field 504 contains information 
that identifies and may describe the consumer who has 
been assigned the access code contained in access 

2Q code field 502. For example, consumer information field 
504 may contain the consumer's name and address, tel- 
ephone and fax numbers, e-mail address, demographic 
information such as age, sex, economic status, marital 
status, etc., and other Information such as product pref- 

es erences, potential purchases, etc. 

[0037] Product field SOB contains information that 
identifies, and may describe, the registered product as- 
sociated with the access code in access code field 502. 
Product field 508 may 6imp!y contain Information that 

&> identifies the product, such as the UPC or part number 
that was originally entered by the consumer, after vali- 
dation. However, product field 508 may also contain ad- 
ditional information related to the product, such as the 
name of the product, the serial number of the unit owned 

ss by the consumer, the size (if applicable), the power rat- 
ing (if applicable), the version (if applicable), etc. Man- 
ufacturer field 512 contains information that identifies, 
and may describe, the manufacturer off the product iden- 
tified in product field 508. Warranty field 512 contains 

*o information relating to warranties on the product. The 
warranty-related information may Include the date of 
purchase of the product, the vendor and location of pur- 
chase, the date of warranty registration, etc. 
[0035] Consumer account field 51 4 may contain a fi- 

45 nancial account number, such as a credit card account 
number or bank account number provided by the con- 
sumer. The financial account number allows product In- 
formation server 106 to charge the consumer for provi- 
sion of product information to the consumer and for stor- 

so age of the consumer's particular information in consum- 
er registration database 112 The consumer may be 
charged on a periodic basis, or upon accessing product 
information server 108. The financial account number 
additionally allows product Information server 105 to 

ss subscribe and maintain extended warranties on prod- 
ucts registered by the consumer. The extended warran- 
ty may be provided by the operator of product Informa- 
tion server 105, by the manufacturer of the product, or 
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by a third-party service provider. 



Claims

A method of providing product information to a con- 
sumer of a product over a network, the method com- 
prising the steps of: 

receiving registration information including an 10 
Identifier oT the product and information relating 
to the consumer of the product; 



determining whether the identifier is valid; 

storing the registration information; 

transmitting an access code identifying the 
stored registration information; 

transmitting product information relating to the 
product identified by the identifier, 

2, The method of claim 1 . farther comprising the step 
of: 

registering a warranty for the product identi- 
fied by the identifier. 

3. The method of claim 1 or claim 2, wherein the reg- 
istration information further Includes a financial ac- 
count number and the method further comprises the 
steps of:

uct identified by the identifier; and 

charging a financial account specified by the fi- 
nancial account number for the extended war- 
ranty.

means for transmitting an access code identi- 
fying the stored registration information; 

means for transmitting product information re- 
lating to the product identified by the identifier. 

9. The system of claim B, further comprising: 

means for registering a warranty for the prod- 
uct identified by the identifier 

10. The system of claim 8 or claim 9, wherein the reg- 
istration information further Includes a financial ac- 
count number and the system further comprises; 

means for registering an extended warranty for 
the product Identified by the identifier; and 

means for charging a financial account speci- 
fied by the financial account number for the ex- 
tended warranty. 

11. The system of claim 8, further comprising: 

means for receiving the access code; 

means for retrieving the stored registration in- 
formation including the identifier of the product 
using the access code; and 

means for transmitting current product informa- 
tion relating to the product identified by the 
identifier. 

1 2. The system of claim 1 1 , wherein the registration in- 
formation further Includes a financial account 
number and the system further comprises: 

means for charging a financial account spec- 
ified by the financial account number for transmls-
